A silver salt photothermographic dry imaging material 
comprising a support having thereon a photosensitive layer and a 
polymer layer,

wherein an amount of fluorine contained in the copolymer is 
not less than 4 mmol/m^ 

Claim 3 (Original) 

The silver salt photothermographic dry imaging material of 
claim 1, 

wherein an amount of the copolymer in the polymer layer is 
0.1 to 15% based on the total weight of the polymer layer. 

Claim 4 (Original) 

The silver salt photothermographic dry imaging material of 
claim 1, 

wherein the polymer layer is an outermost layer on the 
support .
